— The atom bomb lias 
been rendered obsolete by new 
bacteriological weapons capable 
of wiping out mankind, says Dr. 
Brock Chisholm, director general 
of the World Health organization 
Dr. Chisholm made the state­ 
ment In an address yesterday be­ 
fore the World Union of Peace 
organizations, a union of western 
European peace organizations of 
which the Peace council of Oreat 
Britain is the parent body. 
Dr Chisholm declared scientists 
have 
found one substance 
so 
deadly that seven ounces, prop­ 
erly distributed, could kill all the 
people in the world within six 
hours. He did not name the sub­ 
stance.

All At The Fair 


What makes a successful fair? It mav be the exhibits, or the 
entertainment provided, but the fair will not he a success unless 
hundreds of people come from far and near to see the exposition. 
With this as a measuring stick, the picture at the top is ample 
proof that the South .Mountain Fair, near Arendtsville, which closes 
its gates tonight after a four-day show, is a '‘successful" fair. 
Hundreds of automobiles, which brought thousands of visitors to 
the fair, have jammed the large parking area each day and night 
since the exposition got under way on Wednesday. The picture shows 
a part of this parking area, with almost every known m ike of auto­ 
mobile. Home license plates were from several states. 
(in School Hay dozens of school buses brought hundreds of pupils 
from all ovrr Adams county to the fair grounds. Farmers and city 
folk mingled, drawn by a common interest in the products of the 
county's farms and homes, and the entertainm ent each afternoon 
and evening in the Memorial auditorium. 
The fair's natural setting, pines and other trees, is shown in the. 
background, with the framework of a Ferris wheel standing out in 
bold relief against the emerald backdrop. 
Another evidence that the South Mountain la ir is an unqualified 
success is seen In the smiles on the faces of two of the officials 
and two members of the Gettysburg detail of the Pennsylvania state 
police, at the fair (second picture from top!, Left to right they are 
I’fc. David James, state police; Arnold CL Om er, president of the 
Arendtsville National bank, and head of the fair association; Harvey 
B. Raffensperger, Arendtsville, fair secretary, and Sgt. Joseph Pochyba, 
in charge of the Gettysburg substation of the state police. 
President Omer and Secretary Raffensperger have good reason to 
smile and be proud of the fair. It has been acclaimed as outstanding 
both in quantity and quality of the exhibits, displays and the enter­ 
tainment for young and old. 
The exhibits of farm machinery and labor saving devices surpass 
anything ever seen in the history of the fair. Thousands inspected 
the tractors, spray rigs of all types, orchard foggers, discs, harrows, 
combines, fruit graders, trucks and automobiles. 
Here the farmer learned what improvements have been made in 
the various pieces of equipment whirh make up the tools of his 
"trade," and has bad an opportunity to inspect the latest develop­ 
ments in farm and home aids. Of interest, too, are the trucks with 
which the farmers transport their products to market. Some of these 
farm implements are shown in the third photograph from the top. 
Town youngsters as well as future tillers of the soil get a big 
“kick" out of the agricultural implements shown in the \arious ex­ 
hibits. but are particularly interested in the farm tractors, as this 
group in tile bottom photograph reveals.

to take up a new life in America 
as caretaker and domestics at the 
Gettysburg 
Lutheran

seminary. 
Valter Luik, 32, his wife, Martha, 
37, and Mr. Luik’s mother, Mrs. 
Emile M Luik, 65, arrived In New 
York city Friday morning on the 
U. 
S. 
Army 
Transport 
General 
Heintzclman, with 449 other dis­ 
placed persons from a DP camp in 
Germany. 
They were met in Harrisburg, 
brought to Gettysburg, and settled 
in the caretaker’s apartment at the 
seminary. The Luiks are a part of 
the 35,000 European DP’s being re­ 
settled in the United States by the 
National Lutheran Council. Arrange­ 
ments for their coming were made 
by Dr. A. R. Wentz, president of the 
seminary, through the Rev. Francis 
B. Myers of the Lutheran Resettle­ 
ment Service for Central Pennsyl­ 
vania, Milton, Pa. 
Was Auto Mechanic

was

automobile 
mechanic in Estonia before the Rus­ 
sians came, and he and his family 
were driven out. They found refuge 
in a displaced persons camp until 
they left for this country. 
Including the Luik family, 262 
displaced persons have been placed 
throughout 
Pennsylvania 
by the 
National Lutheran Council. In ad­ 
dition. promises of jobs and housing 
for about 1,100 more have been 
obtained in this state. Pennsylvania 
ranks fifth among the IO states 
where the Lutheran council has 
now resettled 1,593 DP families.

The erie for England’s economic 
illness iv a m atter of guesswork, but 
there need be no doubt a.s to the 
basic cause of the malady, for it 
is deep-seated and had it* inception 
long ago. 
The fact Is that B ritain is suffering 
from ail inherent weakness which 
was bound to result in an economic 
upheaval in due course. 
W hat has happened Is that two 
world warn have so speeded up events 
flint this crisis lias developed before 
its time This knowledge won't be of 
much assistance to the doctors who 
now are holding the economic clinic 
in W ashington, but it will have to be 
taken into consideration. 
Suffice it to hark back to the 
beginning of this century. B ritain 
was at the peak of her imperial 
greatness, boasting an empire upon 
which the sun never set. 
Island Not Sufficient 
Her economic status was as solid 
as the Rock of G ibraltar. Toe smoke 
from her factory chimneys wrote 
Across the skies the proud claim 
th at her m anufactures encircled Ute 
world. Her bunks extended 
their 
operation.- 
into far lands. Lioyds 
insurance covered the globe like a 
blanket. 
British 
capital 
invested 
heavily 
abroad, 
creating 
more 
I invisible revenues’’ for England. 
However, there was a weakness in 
this mighty structure 
England in 
herself wasn't self-sufficient. Apart 
from coal she had little m ineral 
wealth. She couldn’t begin to feed 
herself, because she didn’t have the 
acres, end so had to im port a m ajor 
portion ol her foodstuffs. She lacked 
mast of the raw m aterials for her 
m anufactures.
